IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that effective January 1, 1981, Rules
132.01(1) and 132.02(1) of the Rules of Civil Appellate Procedure

are amended to read as follows:
Rule 132.01. Form of Briefs, Appendices, and Supplemental Records.

(1) Briefs and appendices shall be produced by
standard typographical printing. Any other duplicating or
copying process capable of producing a clear black image
on white paper may be used with special permission of the |
Supreme Court. All material (other than footnotes) must
appear in at least 11 point type, or the equivalent thereof,
on unglazed opaque paper. Briefs and accompanying :
appendices shall be bound together in volumes having pages
11 by 8-1/2 inches. - The right-hand margins need not be
justified. The pages of the appendix shall be separately
numbered. -

Rule 132.02. Form of Motions and Other, Papers.

(1) Papers not required to be produced in the manner
prescribed in Rule 132.01 shall be typewritten or otherwise
~duplicated upon unglazed opaque paper, 11 by 8-1/2 inches
in size. Typewritten matter must be double-spaced. All
copies must be legible.
